Sugar Cane Growers Coopera- 
tive operating Glades Sugar House 
at Belle Glade completed'a success- 
ful grinding season last week but 
lacked a little of coming up to the 
1965 total tons ground. W.H. Mil- 
ler, general manager, said that in 
1965 there were 1,234,000 tons of 
cane ground while during the sea- | 
son just brought to an end a total 
af 1,046,000 tons went through 
the huge mill. 

The Glades Sugar House opera- 
ted longer than usual this year on 
account of shortage of offshore 
labor to cut the cane. On two days 
during the season it was able to es- 
tablish récords by grinding more 
than 10,000 tons a day. Other days 
during the season it was hard to 
maintain. a satisfactory average 
because of the shortage of cane 
cutters. 

Mr. Miller said that for the 24- 
hour period ending March 16, there 
were 10,228 tons of cane grojind 
through: the mill. He said that 
this is a world's recor r grind- 
ing sugar cane. 

Unusually wet weather hinder- 
ed, the harvest of cane on a reg? 
ular schedule, Mr. Miller said. 
This fact coupled with the shortage 
of offshore labor caused the mill 
to fall behind in its. usual sched- 
ule, it was pointed out. 0 

Now that the massive plant has 
completed its fourth crop, Mr. 
Miller said that the total amount 
of cane ground this year failed to 
equal that ground last season. 
When the third year of operation 
was completed April 14, 1965, the 
mill had set it all-time. record of 
1,234,000 tons of cane.

This and other factors 
does not permit Southern Bell at 
this time to meet every request to 
trace a call. . 

However, he said the equipment 
will be used more and miore in the 
future as the Telephone Company 
and law enforcement officials’ step 
up action against obscene calls.
